CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—West Side cable 


trains in collision in the Washington 
street tunnel shortly after 6 o'clock 
Tuesday night caused the worst wreck 
and disaster that has happened on the 
street car lines of the city, outside of 
the grade crossing horrors. A dozen 
passengers among the hundreds who 
crowded the two trains were seriously 
injured, one of them fatally, and oth- 
ers whose names could not be learned 
on account of their hurried departure 
from the scene, were slightly luu-t by 
flying1 glass and splintered wood.

They will not be arrested unless there 
is work for the coroner's jury. Two 
of the cars were such a complete 
wreck that it seems a miracle that 
some of the victims were not killed 
outright. 


A Milwaukee avenue grip car, with 


two trailers, descended the sharp grade 
of the tunnel going west with nearly 
250 homeward Westsiders, close behind 
a Madison street train, made up of a 
grip and two trailers. When half way 
down the incline the Milwaukee ave- 
nue gripman found his grip refused to 
hold to the cable and the brakes would 
not work. In spite of sand thrown on 
the track the train rushed down with 
terrific velocity towards the train in 
front. 
At the bottom of the grade • 


came the crash of the collision, leaving 
only a -few seconds grace from the 
time of warning for those passengers 
•who were nearest the outside to jump 
to clear the track.

Cleveland Sends it to tho Senate in 


spouso to tho Hoar Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The president 


Tuesday sent to the senate, in response 
to the Hoar resolution, the Armenian 
correspondence, consisting of a letter 
from the secretary of state and a copy 
of a telegram to. Minister Terrell, at 
Constantinople. 


In his letter the secretary says the 


department has received no informa- 
tion in regard to alleged crulties com- 
mitted upon Armenians in 
Turkey 


other than the statements that have 
been made by the Turkish government, 
the current reports in the press and 
the telegraphic reports from the lega- 
tion of the United States at Constanti- 
nople. These statements and reports 
contain nothing as to any cruelties 
committed upon persons who are de- 
scribed in the resolution as citizens 
who have declared their intention to 
become naturalized. 


In absence of authentic information 


in regard to the matters in question 
"expostulations" have been addressed 
to the government of Turkey concern- 
ing them. The proposal that a citizen 
of the United States accompany a 
"Turkish commission" was declined 
for tho reason that the rights of the 
Christian subjects of Turkey are pro- 
tected by the Berlin treaty of 187S, and 
the government of the United States is 
not a party to that treaty. The inter- 
vention of the United States at the 
solicitation 
of Turkey would not, 


therefore, have been timely or judic- 
ious, and might have proved to be ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing to the Euro- 
pean powers, whose duty it is to see 
that the guarantees in favor of the 
Armenians are executed. 


Subsequently, when the British gov- 


ernment, one of the signatories of the 
treaty, expressed a desire to that ef- 
fect, Mr. Jewett, consul of the United 
States at Sivas, was designated to ac- 
company the commission. The cable- 
gram merely gives the necessary in- 
structions to Minister Ten-ill. 


The Turkish legation has received 


another and more detailed account of 
the recent alleged insurrection of Ar- 
menians.

Like moun- 
tains on the limit of great stretches of 
plains and valleys, or at the end of a 
long chain of very ordinary hills, God 
seems to have seen wise to give one tal- 
ent apiece to ten men rather than trust 
one man with them all.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12,—The passage 


of the pooling bill through the house 
and the presentation to the committee 
on banking currency, by Secretary Car- 
lisle, of a bill embodying his new cur- 
rency scheme were the subjects of 
greatest importance here Tuesday. 


The house, by a vote of 100 yeas to 


110 nays, passed the ''pooling" bill to 
legalize contracts between competing 
common carriers.

This measure is an 
amendment to the interstate commerce 
law and has been the subject of much 
consideration and controversy between 
the railroads on one hand and the com- 
mercial organizations on the other.

entire congress, is to nreyent rate cut- 
ting in the interest of the general pub- 
lic and for the prosperity of the roads. 
It is believed that if the government 
can secure the carriage of freight at 
the rates published by the railroads 
the}' will all show an improved condi- 
tion of business. 


The small shipper, as a rule, is 


charged the advertised rates approved 
of and permitted b}' the interstate com- 
merce commission, while the large 
shipper, on account of his greater 
patronage of the roads, secures a cut 
rate. Constant complaint has been the 
result. 


Another evil which the bill passed 


by the house Tuesday proposes to rem- 
edy is that- of false billing, false 
weighing aud other devices to secure 
the shipment of goods at a lower rate. 
According to the statement of Mr. 
Patterson, the chairman of the house 
committee,there were 173.000 instances 
of the perpetration of such frauds last 
.year in the cities of Nevv York, Phila- 
delphia, Boston and Baltimore alone. 


This caused enormous cost to the 


railroads, and they in turn had to make 
np for the losses by injury to their 
more honorable patrons. 
The roads 


have had to endure and commit a 
wrong rather than lose patronage. 


One of the results of the act will, it 


is hoped, be the abolition of an army 
of .freight agents now engaged in so- 
liciting business.
